To the Officers and Members of The Sovereign Grand Lodge 
and the Officers of All Grand and Subordinate Lodges 
under the Jurisdiction of The Sovereign Grand Lodge: 

Decree ef Cancellation 

WHEREAS, since the cessation of hostilities in Europe, 
the emergencies created by the World War have increased, 
rather than diminished, on the North American Continent 
because of the redeployment of troops from the European, 
theatre to the Pacific theatres, and 

WHEREAS, the Director of War Mobilization, and the 
Convention Committee of the Office of Defence Transporta¬ 
tion, of the United States of America have, by virtue of 
Emergency Powers in them vested, ordered the cancellation 
of all group meetings attended by more than fifty indivi¬ 
duals coming from beyond the trade area or normal com¬ 
muting zone of any city wherein such group meeting is 
scheduled to be held, in the United States of America, and 

WHEREAS, the Governments of the United States of 
America and of the Dominion of Canada have urgently re¬ 
quested all-out efforts to conserve the resources, food sup¬ 
plies and facilities of the respective nations, and have re¬ 
quested the co-operation of all patriotic citizens and organ¬ 
izations to this and, and 

WHEREAS, it is the declared policy of the Independent 
Order of Odd Fellows to lend every effort toward the pro¬ 
secution of the war to final and complete victory, and the 
cancellation of the 1945 session of The Sovereign Grand 
Lodge will eliminate travel by those who would attend and 
release hotel and other conference facilities, the need and 
use of which by the Military Forces is vital to the success 
of the war efforts of the United Nations; 

NOW THEREFORE, I, D. D. Monroe, Grand Sire of The 
Sovereign Grand Lodge of the Independent Order of Odd 
Fellows by virtue of the duty imposed upon me, and the 
authority vested in me, by Article XII, Section 1 of the 
Constitution of The Sovereign Grand Lodge as amended, 
and acting with the advice and consent of the Executive 
Committee of The Sovereign Grand Lodge, do hereby 


ORDER AND DECREE the cancellation and abandon¬ 
ment of the one hundred and twentieth annual communica¬ 
tion of The Sovereign Grand Lodge of the Independent 
Order of Odd Fellows and affiliated organizations, hereto¬ 
fore scheduled to be held in the City of Birmingham, State 
of Alabama, United States of America, commencing on the 
17th day of September, A.D. 1945, and I do futher- 

ORDER AND DECREE that all officers of The Sove¬ 
reign Grand Lodge shall continue to hold and exercise their 
respective offices, and that the representation therein of 
the respective jurisdiction shall remain as presently consti¬ 
tuted, until the next succeeding session of said Sovereign 
Body may be held, as provided by the Constitution and 
General Laws of the Order, and I do further- 

DECREE AND DECLARE that this action has been 
taken in co-operation and compliance with the Directives 
of the United States Government and that by virtue thereof 
there shall be no lessening of the activities of The Sovereign 
Grand Lodge, the Grand and Subordinate Bodies of the 
Order, and the members thereof, in their efforts toward the 
attainment of the aims and objectives of this fraternity. A 
state of extreme emergency exists—there can be but one 
course for Odd Fellowship to follow. But the exigencies of 
the times shall not discourage us! The path of progress is 
not always smooth but it is the only path we will follow 
and we shall continue toward our goals, stumbling some¬ 
times, perhaps, but never losing our determination or our 
courage, and when we again assemble it will be with the 
realization that our sacrifices have not been made in vain 
but that we have done our part, and in the doing have found 
the limitless opportunities which exist for those who seek 
to serve. 

IN WITNESS WHEREOF, T have hereunto set my hand 
and caused the Seal of The Sovereign Grand Lodge to be 
hereunto affixed. Done at the City of Clayton, State of New 
Mexico, United States of America, this 16th day of July, 
A.D. 1945, in the One Hundred and Twenty-seventh year 
of our Order.

Brown 
gave a violin solo, Brother Roy Clemis 
gave a talk on Oddfellowship and Sis¬ 
ter Rith Stenbeck sang “The Lord’s 
Prayer.” The singing of the hymn, 
“Blest Be the Tie That Binds” was 
followed by a travel talk by Lance 
Corporal Percy Smith, V.G., of Wind¬ 
sor, N.S., of his visit to different lodges 
he has had the pleasure of visiting 
during his trip across Canada and in 
the IT.S. 

Mrs. Geo. Brown was the accompa¬ 
nist for the different ai’tists. After the 
service a light lunch was served. After 
lunch everybody joined in community 
singing led by Brother Reg. Myers 
with Sister Eva Lowe at the piano. 
Brother Marshal Stitt, D.D.G.P.. acted 
as chairman. 

Oddfellowship 

The talk on Oddfellowship by Bro¬ 
ther Roy Clemis follows: 

We have assembled tonight to pay 
loving tribute to the memory of those 
brothers who have departed and 
crossed that silent river to join their 
loved ones gone before. In reverence 
and humility, in honor and in love, we 
salute their memory. We were bound 
to them by the chain of sincere friend¬ 
ship, unfeigned love and sincere truth. 
We enjoyed their association and ap¬ 
preciated their labors for the upbuild¬ 
ing of the Order they loved so well. 
Some have been gone for many years, 
and their memory is almost forgotten. 
While there but recently departed and 
their loss is still mourned by loving 
hearts, some were taken during the 
prime of their life while others lived 
to a ripe old age, and, like the setting 
sun, gradually sank to rest. 


Their work is now finished and the 
lips that once spoke fraternal greet¬ 
ings are now forever silent but we will 
ever cherish a recollection of their vir¬ 
tues and look forward to the time 
when, with clearer vision, we will 
again know them in a form that will 
never change. 

It is fitting at this time that we 
should review the work of Oddfellow¬ 
ship and to renew our obligations and 
duties. Born of the love of humanity, 
to minister to human needs, it has ever 
been loyal to its principles and faithful 
to its trust. American Oddfellowship 
was initiated in the City of Baltimore, 
April 26, 1819, by a young English¬ 
man, Thomas Willey. He had been a 
member of the Order in England and 
was very active in the lodge. He mi¬ 
grated to America in 1817, and there, 
in a strange city and a strange country 
still hostile to England and all English¬ 
men from the war of 1812-14, started 
up his business. 

He made very slow progress forming 
new acquaintances. After talking to 
several people about the Order, he 
came across one who had been a mem¬ 
ber. An ad. was placed in the paper, 
and finally they had more members. 
There, under unfavorable circum¬ 
stances, and after hard work, in three 
weeks ten members had joined, and so 
under these difficulties they began the 
movement that was later to become the 
greatest fraternity the world has ever 
known. The object of those early bro¬ 
thers were for aid and protection of 
the members when in sickness and in 
travelling, and for the purpose of bene¬ 
volence and charity. 

Movement Spreads 

The movement spread very rapidly 
and today, 126 years later, the move¬ 
ment has spread to the entire civilized 
world and has spent millions of dollars 
for the 56 homes owned and main¬ 
tained to care for the aged and to re¬ 
lieve distress, take care of the sick, 
bury the dead and educate the orphan. 

Our Order is founded upon the most 
pure and exalted principles from the 
pages of Holy writ. Our degrees are 
arranged to exemplify the principle of 
Friendship, Love and Truth, of Faith, 
Hope and Charity, and in no way in¬ 
terferes with those duties we owe our 
God, our country, our family or our¬ 
selves. Our members are from every 
walk of life, rich and poor, learned 
and unlearned, and the influence of 
our work is felt in the home, commu¬ 
nity and government, and many of the 


principles taught by our Order have 
found their way into the statute books 
of our country. 

Owing to the many community and 
government institutions and aids such 
as old age pension, workman’s com¬ 
pensation, etc., the financal responsi¬ 
bilities of our Order have been greatly 
relieved and provide more time for 
higher duties of Oddfellowship. The 
time when our Order had to struggle 
for mere existence has passed. It is 
now powerful for good. Dormant, it 
would soon dwindle away. Struggle 
has always been one of the elements of 
its existence. It is a struggle of light 
against darkness, of liberty against 
bondage, of virtue against vice. It is, 
moreover, a single-handed contest in 
which none but those personally en¬ 
gaged can win the victor’s reward. 
There is a battle to be fought in each 
human heart before the vices and pas¬ 
sions and prejudices which separate 
the children of a common Father shall 
be driven from the earth. 

Our order must be as bright as the 
light in the lighthouse. The keeper 
was boasting of his light in the light¬ 
house when the stranger asked what if 
it should go out. “Sir,” he replied, 
“out yonder where nothing can be seen 
are ships going to every port of the 
world. If tonight one of my lights 
went out, in a six months or a year a 
letter from Australia or somewhere I 
never even heard about saying on such 
and such a night the light burnt out, 
the watchman neglected his duty and 
the ships were in danger. So on dark 
and dreary nights I look out and feel 
the eyes of the world are on my light. 
So go out? Never!” 

And so it is with Oddfellows who 
are governed in their actions by the 
principles we inculcate. 

They feel the eyes of the whole 
world are gazing with interest upon 
their light, and so can we be careless of 
the high trust committed to our keep¬ 
ing as to suffer our light to go out? No, 
never! Therefore, let us practice Odd¬ 
fellowship in our daily lives and there¬ 
by hasten the time when the Golden 
Rule will assert its power and obtain 
dominion over the world—when man 
shall hail his brother man with frater¬ 
nal greetings, when war shall be 
known no more, when one law shall 
bind all nations, tongues and kindred 
of the earth, and that law shall be the 
law of universal brotherhood.

ANNIVERSARY PROCLAMATION 

I. O. C. F. 

OFFICE OF THE GRAND SIRE 


To the Officers of all Rebekah Assembles and Rebekah 
Lodges; and to all Members of the Rebekah Degree, and 
other Branches of Odd Fellowship: 

GREETINGS: 

September 20, 1945, marks the Ninety-fourth Anniver¬ 
sary of the inauguration of the Rebekah Degree of Odd Fel¬ 
lowship. It is not my purpose to here recount the accomp¬ 
lishments of this Degree. They are a well known part of 
the history of our fraternity. Suffice to say that the women 
of this degree have been leaders in the establishment and 
maintenance of the Homes of the Order, the Moral Educa¬ 
tional Program of Odd Fellowship and our Educational 
Foundation. They have through the years worked shoulder 
to shoulder with the men of the fraternity in carrying out 
the practical program of Odd Fellowship—“To visit the 
sick, relieve distress, bury the dead and educate the 
orphan.” Through wars, famines and pestilences they have 
reached beyond the membership of the fraternity to aid 
in the relief of all mankind. 

The entire fraternity may proudly and justly say to the 
Rebekahs, “Well done thou good and faithful servants” 
at the conclusion of ninety-four years of service to human¬ 
ity. But this is in reality just a beginning! As Rebekah 
Odd Fellowship stands at the threshold of its ninety-fifth 
year, with its more than 600,000 members, it faces the great¬ 
est challenge of its entire career. What of today? and what 
of tomorrow? Are we prepared in our thinking and acting 
to take our proper place in the rebuilding of human society 
as a means toward the end that the Golden Rule may be¬ 
come a universal reality? 

Throughout society today selfishness, wishful thinking, 
easy alibis, temper tantrums, misunderstandings, petty 
jealousies, rages, fears, grudges, hates, prejudices, intoler¬ 
ances, malicious gossip and the like, are to be found,—all 
evidences that civilization is still emotionally immature. If 
Rebekah Odd Fellowship is shackled by any of these evi¬ 
dences of immaturity, may it highly resolve on this Ninety- 
fourth Anniversary to cast off all such hindering character¬ 
istics so that it may face the future clear-eyed, straight 
thinking and unafraid. 

The welfare of the “Youth of the World”—all youth, 
regardless of color, race or creed, is essentially the concern 


of women. Youth is beauty at its loveliest; strength at its 
highest promise; energy at its greatest vigor; courage at its 
bravest; hope at its fullest assurance. Youth is the embodi¬ 
ment of our future. It is essentially the privilege of women 
to create home conditions, community conditions, national 
and international conditions, under which youth may pass 
gracefully from this period of beauty to noble and useful 
adulthood. Rebekahs, thousands strong, in the days ahead 
are urged to make it a chief aim in life to keep the children 
of the world clean and fine and strong,—for through them, 
and them alone, can the world be made better. 

The Sovereign Grand Lodge has wisely ordained that 
September the Twentieth of each year shall be devoted to 
celebrating the creation of the Rebekah Degree of Odd 
Fellowship. 

Therefore, I, D. D. Monroe, Grand Sire, do, by virtue 
of the authority in me vested, hereby designate the Twenti¬ 
eth day of September, 1945, or a date near thereto, for the 
proper celebration of the Ninety-fourth Anniversary of the 
founding of Rebekah Odd Fellowship, giving proper 
acknowledgment of the guidance of our Heavenly Father 
through the years. All branches of the Order are requested 
to join with the members of the Rebekah Degree in-the 
celebration of this momentous event. 

In connection with the holding of fitting programs in 
the hundreds of Rebekah Lodges throughout the world, I 
humbly beseech that the army of women belonging to Odd 
Fellowship be challenged to give proper attention to the 
potentialities of such group working unitely to stamp out 
everything in the world which mars the beauty of human 
life and relationships. True glory consists in doing what 
deserves to be written, in writing what deserves to be read, 
and in so living as to make the world happier and better 
for our living in it. 

Done at the City of Clayton, State of New Mexico, 
United States of America, this 16th day of July, A.D. 1945, 
in the year of our Order, the one hundred and twenty- 
seventh,—and of the Rebekah Degree the ninety-fourth.

Pouring tea 
were four Past Presidents, Edith McKenzie, 
Mabel Mabee, Catherine Mason and Flora 
Ruie. A most intertaining pantomime, en¬ 
titled ‘ ‘ The Magic of Music, ’ ’ was presented 
by members of the club, with Sister Mrs. 
Erva Cowan acting as accompanist. This was 
followed by dance numbers by pupils of Miss 
M. Boyle. ' 

On Tuesday evening at 7 o’clock a special 
session of the Rebekah Assembly was held 
for the purpose of conferring the Assembly 
Degree on a class of Past Noble Grands and 
Past Grands. At the close of this special ses¬ 
sion the visiting members attended a meet¬ 
ing of Miriam Rebekah Lodge No. 24 and 
witnessed a beautiful degree by tbe staff of 
that lodge under the direction of Degree Cap¬ 
tain Sister Mrs. Fraser.

McBride, Past Grand Master, and family, 
Vancouver; Secretary of the Rebekah As¬ 
sembly of Ontario; Rebekah Assembly of 
Georgia; Rebekah Assembly of Alabama; Sis¬ 
ter Sadie Patrick, P.P., of Victoria; Sister 
Ruby Gleiser, P.P. of the A.R.A.; Sister 
Nellie Huntingford, Wainwright, Alberta. 

The committee on fraternal delegates again 
retired and introduced our fraternal delegate 
from Manitoba, Sister Piggott, P.P., and also 
a visitor from our sister province, Sister 
Rungay, from Newdale, Man. 

The Home and Benevolent Fund committee 
read a report of their work during the year. 
The board reported a very generous response 
from the lodges this year. The highest per 
capita donation was from Fidelity Lodge at 
Kamsack, a lodge which at the beginning of 
the year had, along with the citizens of Kam¬ 
sack, suffered loss through the disastrous 
cyclone which struck that town. They were 
awarded the Cunningham Cup for the high¬ 
est per capita donation to the home and 
benevolent fund. The board, at the present 
time, hold in bonds $20,650.00. Two of the 
bonds, to the value of $1,000.00 and $50.00, 
were purchased during the last Victory Loan 
drive. 

Sister Nita Cowan, convener of the Patri¬ 
otic committee, advised that there was a 
hank balance of $76.50 left in the Patriotic 
Fund and asked what the Assembly wished 
done with this amount. It was suggested 
that it be used to provide some equipment in 
a military hospital and on motion of Sisters 
Kuski and Blankstein the decision was left 
with the Patriotic committee. 

Sister M3Ttle Blankstein, P.P., of Kam¬ 
sack, thanked the lodges of Saskatchewan 
for the prompt and ready assistance given 
them following the cyclone. The secretary’s 
report showed that a total of $392.90 had 
been given in money while 17 boxes had been 
sent as well. 

The committee on Judiciary and Legisla¬ 
tion brought in recommendations to amend 
sections of the Rebekah and Assembly con¬ 
stitutions.

A very beautiful and impressive memorial 
service, under the direction of Sister Buie, 
P.P., and Sister Thompson, was held in the 
Legion hall on Thursday morning. Just pre¬ 
ceding this service Sister Sinclair, P.P., on 
behalf of Centennial Rebekah Lodge No. 
63, of Shaunavon, dedicated a memorial 
Bible presented by them to the Assembly, in 
memory of Sister Elizabeth Edmunson, P.P. 

At the back of the stage was a large cross 
with several steps leading up to it. On these 
one of the members of the memorial staff 
stood by the cross while another knelt on the 
step. At the front of the stage two large 
candelabra stood, each holding seven lighted 
candles. Just in front of each of these stood 
a basket of flowers. Below the stage was a 
table on which rested a large “R’’ made of 
roses from the garden of Brother Riche of 
Vancouver,, sent in memory of Sister Riche 
who passed away last fall. An anchor at the 
front of the table was filled with flowers by 
members of the staff as the names of de¬ 
parted Sisters and Brothers were read.
